sembled a little before 12 o'clock yes- 
terday. 
Less than thirty delegates 


gathered to solemnly consider 
the 


future destinies 
of 
the American 


people in general and of Nevada in 
particular. 
With bated breath the 


few spectatois awaited the approach- 
ing deliberations o£ the statesmen who 
weie to be admitted to seats within the 
sacred precincts. 


The convention was called te order 


by J. B. McOullougb, and without any 
pyrotechnic display or ground and 
loftj tumbling in the way of oratory, 
he stated that it was understood that 
this WB.=» f ho second State Convention 
of the IVople't, perty m Nevada and it 
was not necessary to make any ex- 
tended remarks as the purpose for 
which it had been called was pretty 
well understood. 
As he said this he 


glanced ai J. M McCormick and Newt 
Richards and they seemed to acquiesce 
and he proceeded to add that it would 
now be in order to proceed with the 
temporary organization by the electio 
of a temporary Chairman. 


Mi. Wm. Dunn of Storey county 


placed in nomination and was eleote 
by acclamation, 
Upon assuming th 


chair Mr, Dunn briefly stated that h 
was not accustomed to presiding ove

Tho Chair then named th

A recess of ten minutes 


was taken to give the Committee on 
Credentials an opportunity to make a 
report. At the call of order tho rep on 
was presented and adopted.

A Committee on Platform was then ap 
pointed, consisting of Qaorge E. Peck 
bam, 
M. £. Oavan and G. J. Brown, 


also a Committee on Permanent Or-

H. Beck of Virpima, and H. C. Dang- 
berg. 
The convention tben took a re- 


cess until 2 o'clock. 


When tho convention reconvened the 


Committee on Peim^nent Organisation 
and order of business reported as fol- 
lows; Charles Steele of Storey to be 
permanent Chairman; E. C. Nagle of 
Douglass permanent, Secretary. 
The 


order of business to be the nomina- 
tion of three Presidential electors, a 
member of Congress, a Judge of the 
Supreme Court, one Regent for long 
and one for short term, and a Ineuton- 
anc Governor, 


At this point came the first Hitch, 


Mr. Chas. Steele positively declining 
the Chairmanship. 
For 
awhile it 


looked as if tho convention would be 
without a Chairman, but finally Mr. 
Dunn accepted the place. Mr. Naple 
then declined tho Secretaryship and 
Mr. Frank Porter was chosen. 


Conspicuous in the audience were 


Allen O. Baagg, W. D. Phillips, Dr. 
Patterson, S. Summerfield and afow 
other gold men, and as certain points 
were made they could be seen 
to
